But if I was him living on someone else’s pay check 
against their will I would spend every waking hour to try and sort out 
something, if he at least did that I would treat him better, I wouldn’t 
be angry because then I could see that he was trying. What pisses me 
of is his complete indifference “oh well I guess I'll just be a house 
husband” until something turns up. No I did not fucking agree to this. 


I feel so stuck because of the child. And I don’t understand him at all. 
I don’t think he’s particularly comfortable as he can’t buy anything he 
wants but then why not try harder. Or was this his plan all along, to 
financially abuse me (he never asked me to buy him anything but ofc I 
am paying food, everything for child etc). People say it looks like he 
loves me when they meet us. But I’m not sure how you can love 
someone and put the entire financial burden on them.
